be.an .artist who gains his livelihood 
through the use of his- colors in re- 


cording-: orr ttnvas the beauties he sees 


c'in nature, it seems very likely, that..he 
"would-have been aV'successful forester.' 
""'rrMr. .-Dille loves trees .in general.- -He 


loves the trees of Fort Wayne's parks 
better than any other trees. 
There is 


.a'good.reason—a sentimental one, per- 
haps. Mr'. Dille spent his boyhood' days 
in Fort Wayne, and.many of the big 
trees' of Swinney park and Foster park 
and other beauty spots along the rivers 
were big trees then. 
So, whenever'he 


returns, he knows these'trees as his boy- 
hood friends, whose "portraits" he comes 
to. paint. 


Not only is he a student of the tree as 


a thing of symmetry or of beauty of form 
and color,-but he.is a practical student 
of the tree in a physical sense, and de- 
plores .the untimely death of many of 
the tree's of Fort Wayne,, at the same 


• time . that .he.is. rejoicing that the. city 


has secured the services of a forester 
who • will I assist in .saying the 
present 


forest•• treasure's . and teach the people 
how to care for these priceless represen 
tatives of the-.wooded kingdom. 


• Preservation of Valuable Trees. 
"Here," said Mr. Dille, displaying a 


smali kodak photograph of a tree on the 
bank:of the St. Mary's river irrSwinnej 
•park,-"is a'picture of a tree which I made 
• a year ago. 
It will be lost to Fort 


-Wayne unless it has prompt' attention, 
because, as you see in this sketch which 
[ have just made of the same trge._one 


vear- later, the ground is'washing away, 
ind it will fall .into the.stream and die, 


the same time tearing away a portion 


of the bank." 
,' . 


He, then described a method of pre- 


serving'trees endangered-by the 
dis- 


integration of the bank which 'supports 
them. A-semi-circular-cement wall, se- 
curely anchored by the use of steel'rods, 
is built out around the tree, the wall 
being concave within and convex with- 
out. 
Its top is o"n a level with the 


ormal surface of the stream. The re- 
eptacle thus made about the roots o1 
he tree is filled with soil. 


"If the wall is built higher than the 
ormal surface'of the stream," explainei 
Ir. Dille, "there is danger during high 
vater period of losing the wall when 
ogs and other heavy objects come rush- 
ng down-stream." 


Thus it will be seen that Mr. Dille, 


who returns for the summer weeks to 
paint views of Fort Wayne parks, adds 
i new reason for the municipal owner- 
ship .and care 'of' the. river banks; for 
there are doubtless 'scores of trees within 
and without the park areas which will 
be lost unless care is given them.

On this page arc reproduced a few oi 


the scenes which Mr. Dillc's talented hand 
has already recorded in oil during .his 
present visit. Some of these arc in sepia 
tints and others in colors. One of these, 
taken from the west bank of the St. 
Mary's river, just, south of ihe 
Main 


street bridge, affords a glimpse of the 
scene which the artist chooses to call "A 
Theodore Thiemc First Aid to Nature." 


!t gives an unusual and artistic picture 
of the initial work of local river beauti- i 
Dcation—Thiemc park, improved at the 
personal expense of T. F. Thieme, as an 
ixample and inspiration for further ef- 
forts. 


Two of the paintings present views 


within the new Foster park. 
One of 


these has been christened by. the artist 
as "Honeymoon Path." a name which 
was suggested to him by the unusually 
large number of apparent June brides 
and their leap year prizes who wandered 
by his easel as he captured the beauty 
of the place. 


"Although," he added with a laugh, 


'on another day it seemed that the place 
was frequented more largely by young

Gouernment Aid to Marriage. 


Mrs Sarah K Merrick, an eastern woman, distin- 


guished for her research work at Harvard and.other edu- 
cational centers, comes forward with the suggestion that 
the government establish a marriage aid bureau at A\ ash- 
iugton, with counselors in each city to help men and wom- 
en make scientific marriages. It is Mrs Merrick s belief 
that the matrimonial state ought not to be undertaken by 
any save those who are suited to each other, temperamen- 
tally intellectually, and socially and that the supervision 
ought to be carried still further than this. 


Mrs Merrick insists that it is detail that counts m 


these matters, and that perfect happiness can only be ex- 
pected when the two souls beat in perfect unison. One 
may be a spendthrift and the other inclined to saving; one 
may have expensive tastes and the other be content with 
more moderate surroundings and provision 
The young 


man may not be able to keep a maid for his wife who 
doesn't know the first principles of housekeeping and may 
be averse to education in that line. Upon all these mat- 
ters under Mrs. Merrick's theory, the counselor would be 
presumed to advise with young men and young women 
who contemplate entering the matrimonial state 


The idea of governmental supervision is undoubtedly 


broadening; in these later years. Wo have it now in the 
matter of foods, and safety-devices on trains and aboaid 
ship and rail rates and in a dozen other avenues not 
thought of years ago. Some states, including our own In- 
diana, has undertaken in a small way the supervision of 
matrimonial matters to the extent of requiring certified 
answers to a number of inquiries based upon the physical 
fitness of the applicant before a marriage license is issued 
But we doubt if Mrs. Merrick's fine theory could be put 
into definite practice with results at all satisfactory 
Nowadays too many young folk decline to take the conn 
sel of nearest friends who are most competent to advise 
them as witness the recent epidemic of elopement flight 
to Michigan from Port Wayne. The federal counselo 
would have an extremely difficult task making his scien 
tific dissuasion overmatch and outweigh the conviction ot
